As New Prime Minister 


AMMAN, Jordan (AP) — King Hussein 
named Ahmed Lozi today as Jordan’s prime 
minister to succeed assassinated Wafsi Tell. 
A royal decree said Lozi, 46, would rule 
under the same mandate that Tell received 
when he was named by the king to head the 
Cabinet a little more than a year ago. 
Tell, slain in Cairo Sunday, was an 
unrelenting foe of the Palestinian guerrillas 
who opposed Jordan’s monarchy.

buried in the royal cemetery in Amman. 
About 3,000 persons, many of them weeping, 
attended the state funeral.

A Jordanian major fired at the gunmen, 
hitting one in the leg. The man fled through 
the lobby and was captured at the back 
door. A second gunman was also caught at 
the hotel, and the third was seized at a 
nearby apartm ent building. 
The major, Fayez el Louzy, said one 
gunman was firing from outside the hotel 
and two from inside. 
Tell’s wife, Saida, was inside the hotel. 
The three gunmen were identified as 
Ezzet Abdul Fatah, Gawad Baghdady and 
Monzie Khalifa. A fourth Palestinian with a 
Syrian passport, Zeyad Mahmoud Badran, 
was arrested later, and Egyptian police also 
were reported questioning three girls found 
with him. 
The four men were in their 20s and each 
was carrying a Gold Star autom atic pistol 
equipped with a 14-round magazine, the 
Egyptian agency said.

KENT STATE 
REVISITED 
For most Americans, the tragedy at Kent State has 
faded into history. The events of May 4, 1970, when 
four students were killed and nine others wounded by 
National Guard bullets, are often recalled as the end of 
the college protest era. But efforts to refocus national 
attention on the incident continue. In October, two

presented him with a petition signed by 10,380 faculty 
and students asking that the President overrule the 
Justice Departm ent and order a federal grand jury 
investigation of the killings.

FOR OLDER AMERICANS 
By a vote of 65 to 19 on 
November 
20, 
during 
an 
unusual Saturday session, the 
United States Senate passed 
my am endment to the tax bill 
to provide a major measure of 
relief to older Americans of 
moderate means who own or 
rent their residences. 
Under 
my 
amendm ent 
persons aged 65 or over, with 
adjusted 
gross 
incomes 
of 
$6,500 
or 
less, 
would 
be 
eligible for a tax credit of up to 
$300 (or $150 in the case of a 
married perons filing a separate 
return) for the am ount of state 
and local real property taxes 
they pay. 
It would also apply to the 
am ount of rent considered to 
constitute property taxes paid 
for a dwelling -- defined as 25 
percent 
>f rent exclusive of 
charges for utilities, services, 
furnishings 
or 
appliances 
furnished as part of a rent 
agreement. 
This is a tax credit - a 
reduction in the tax due itself, 
not merely a deduction from 
income against which the total 
tax is figured. 
Many Elderly 
Homeowners 
Approximately two - thirds 


of all persons 65 and over own 
their 
own 
homes. 
Home 
ownership 
among 
elderly 
couples runs as high as 75%. 
Many of these people would 
like to remain in their homes. 
It may well be the only hom e 
they have known during their 
married lives. They have raised 
their children there. They have 
worked and saved to pay off 
the mortgage. It is a familiar 
p la c e 
in 
a 
familiar 
neighborhood 
among 
old 
friends, and they would like to 
spend their last years there. 
O ther elderly people may be 
literally trapped in a hom e that

Young, Assistant Director of 
the 
Missouri 
Talent 
Search 
Project, was guest speaker at 
the 
November 
meeting 
of 
Operation 
Shirtsleeves 
at 
Howardville. 
This 
group, 
originally 
assembled for the Community 
Action Program, has continued 
to meet m onthly for nearly 
two and a half years. It has 
b r o u g h t 
together 
local 
residents of most New Madrid 
C o u n t y 
t o w n s 
a n d 
representatives 
of 
federal, 
state, county and local agencies 
and 
industry. 
It 
has given 
c o n c e r n e d 
citizens 
the 
opportunity to present their 
problems, needs and hopes and 
to find out from the agency 
people 
what 
resources 
are 
available. 
Young explained how the 
Missouri 
Educational 
Talent 
Search Project is intent on 
contacting 
anyone 
seeking 
further education. While his 
office at 428a Vine Street in 
Poplar Bluff is not prepared to 
finance students, he can point 
out what funds the federal 
government has made available, 
especially 
for low - income 
p e o p l e 
desiring 
better 
education. 


Young 
said 
there 
is no 
reason why a person from a 
low - income family who wants 
further education cannot go to 
the school of his choice in the 
state. 
The 
Missouri 
Talent 
Search Project wants to see 
that federal m oney for higher 
education 
is 
obtained 
by 
deserving people who would 
not 
otherwise 
be 
able 
to 
consider it. 


This program is not only for 
the young. Young told of a 
m other of eight who came into 
his office and asked, “What can 
I do? I want to go to college.” 
Having dropped o ut o f high 
school in the tenth grade she 
was informed that the first 
thing to do was to obtain a 
GED (high school equivalency) 
diploma. When she had passed 
this test, she enrolled at Three 
Rivers. 
Having finished two 


more rapidly in recent years 
than have prices generally. In 
many communities, property 
taxes have doubled or even 
tripled in the past 10 years. 
And understandably so, since 
the property tax is the source 
of 85% of the revenues raised 
by 
local 
governments

schools, police, fire protection, 
and other essential services.

At worst, many m ust finally 
give up the hom es they have 
worked a lifetime to provide 
for their retirem ent years , and 
then join the com petition for 
an inadequate supply of decent 
rental housing. 
Independence Crucial 
Home 
ownership 
is 
not 
simply an economic m atter. It 
is also a crucial elem ent in the 
ability of older people to retain 
a sense of independence. Loss 
of 
independence 
and 
the 
dignity 
that 
it 
co n fer 
frequently leads to declining 
health and morale, and then in 
m a n y 
c a s e s 
t o 
institutionalization. 
If my am endm ent can help 
some older Americans to retain 
their homes and prolong their 
independence, then it wUl have 
been worthwhile. 
The 
people 
who 
would 
benefit from this tax credit 
have 
been 
paying 
taxes 
- 
federal, state and local - for 
more than 40 years. I believe 
the 
federal 
government can 
afford 
to 
give 
them 
this 
measure 
of relief from the 
burden of taxation on their 
homes during their retirem ent 
years.________

about financial aid, the first 
question he is usually asked is, 
“ Are you willing to w ork?” -- 
as several of the programs are 
of the work-study type.

hours a week at $1.60 per 
hour.

Upward Bound — which gives 
remedial help to disadvantaged 
students to prepare them for 
college entrance.

Another White House official, who declined to be 
identified, said Nixon was bound for Peking and Moscow 
“ to relax tensions but not to sacrifice allied unity.” 
Thia source said the allied leaders would not be granted 
“ an absolute veto” over any initiatives Nixon may take in 
the Communist capitals. “ But,” he added, "if there are 
grave concerns, they will be taken into consideration.” 
Ignoring reports that hitches have developed, Zigler 
continued to promise that a date for the President’s Peking 
trip will be announced within 48 hours.

One of the greatest causes of crime is salacious 
literature.

No one is on the firing line more than the judges 
who man the juvenile courts.

KENT STATE 
REVISITED 
For most Americans, the tragedy at Kent State has 
faded into history. The events of May 4, 1970, when 
four students were killed and nine others wounded by 
National Guard bullets, art' often recalled as the end of 
the college protest era. But efforts to refocus national 
attention on the incident continue. In October, two

State 
students 
and 
the

president, Dr. Glenn Olds, met with President Nixon’s 
advisor on 
civil 
rights, 
Leonard Garment. They 
presented him with a petition signed by 10,380 faculty 
and students asking that the President overrule the 
Justice Department and order a federal grand jury 
investigation of the killings. 
Garment promised the students a decision by 
Wednesday, Dec. 1. The President is not likely to 
reverse 
Attorney 
General 
John 
N. 
Mitchell’s 
announcement of last August that the evidence does 
not warrant Justice Department action. The parents of 
the four dead students disagree. So does Peter Davis, a 
New York insurance broker who studied the incident 
for 
the 
United 
Methodist Church. 
“The record 
suggests,” he concluded, “that the shooting began as 
the result of a planned and prearranged act involving a 
certain number of guardsmen.” 
Confusion on the issue exists even within the 
Federal government. The New York Times (Aug. 14, 
1971) reported that an F.B.I. report on Kent State 
expressed the view that the Guardsmen “fabricated” 
the 
charge 
that 
their 
lives 
were 
endangered 
“subsequent to the event.” That contradicts the 
findings of a special Portage County, Ohio, grand jury. 
That jury exonerated the Guard and placed all the 
blame on students, faculty and administration. The 25 
students and faculty indicted; by the Ohio jury still 
await trial, even though a federal judge declared the 
jury’s report unconstitutional. 
The student petitioners believe that until final 
responsibility for the deaths is determined, Kent State 
University will remain “a national symbol and rallying 
point for dissidents on the extreme left and right bent 
on violence.” If Nixon rejects their request, he will add 
fuel to a student campaign already under way to 
demand a federal investigation. The New York Student 
Law Council plans to circulate petitions at 800 
colleges, and to take their case to both national party 
conventions next summer if necessary. The time for 
closing the books on the Kent State incident may be a 
long way off.

"W h at did you call m e?” questioned the policeman as he 
crossed the street to where Harvey was standing. 
" A jackass,” repeated Harvey unabashed. 
Officer Brow n then arrested the startled name caller for 
violating a statute that prohibited abusive or obscene language 
in a public place to harass, annoy or alarm another person. 
" I t ’s tough enough being a policeman to d ay,” argued the 
district attorney in court, "w ith o u t having to be called a 
jackass.” 
"T h a t was about as kind as I could be considering what I had 
seen,” responded Harvey. "Besides, w h at’s the big deal? While 
sticks and stones may break bones, w h a t’s in a nam e?”

I've just seen some of the Japanese people on the fac­ 
tory assembly lines and in the managerial rooms who are 
"doing it" to us economically. And it’s pretty easy to 
understand why they’re giving us such fits 
At Matsushita Electric in the vast industrial complex 
around this second largest city in Japan, one plant is put­ 
ting together color television sets. Signs shout reminders 
that quality is vital. 
The girls 1 saw on the lines were dressed in neat blue 
uniforms and thin white gloves They were young 
aver­ 
age age 23. Guided by simply marked blueprints, they 
were doing intricate wiring and soldering work with 
speed, skill, efficiency and enormous concentration 
Though they were shoulder to shoulder on the lines, 
there was little talking. It was no social c e n t e r. But 
neither was it a sweatshop. It was just a very businesslike 
workshop. 
In Nagoya, an hour’s train ride away, young male 
workers were going at it the same way, assembling 
automobiles for Toyota. Japan's biggest and the world’s 
fourth largest car manufacturer. The assembly work is 
set up in a fashion that hardly allows workers to clustei 
for idle conversation. The job gets all the attention 
At Matsushita, the company tries to control quality 
partly by making most of the components it needs for 
the television set It dev ises its own automated machines, 
some of them computer-controlled. More and more of 
these are being invented. Soon much of the hand wiring 
by whole lines of girls will be done mechanically. 
For years now, Japanese auto makers and television 


set makers have been selling 
quality and making it go 
big, especially in the g r e a 
t American market. Now 
they’ve been called up short. They’ve been told and they 
and many others in Japan agree 
that they’ve been push­ 
ing theii products too hard in the United States. 
The figures are indeed astonishing. The car makers 
trade association shows that in the first eight months of 
1971, their exports to the United States were 520.000 units, 
surpassing the 420,000 sent to us in all 1970 and the 1909 
annual total of 280,000. 
Says Seishi Kato, vice-president of Toyota: 
"It will not be wise for us 
to increase exports to the 
United States over the present level." 
In plain fact, the Japanese makers of cars and televi­ 
sion sets may, one way or another, cut back from cur­ 
rent record exports to America. Voluntary restraints are 
being discussed as one element in a possible "package" 
arrangement Japan might work out in economic talks 
with the United States.
